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WOMEN AND THE OLYMPICS 





Since the Fifth Olympiad at Stockholm in 1912, when women’s events 
were featured for the first time—swimming—various other events have 
been opened to the gentler sex, fencing in 1924, gymnastics in 1928, skiing 
in 1936 and so on down to the present. In 1912, also for the first time. 
equestrian events were instituted. In that era all nations with armed 
forces had cavalry regiments which quite naturally supplied the horses and 
riders to represent their countries. It was therefore not until after World 
War II, when most of the major powers disbanded their cavalry arms, that 
national equestrian teams became a civilian responsibility and the question 
of feminine participation an issue. Since then they have been granted per- 
mission to compete in the Grand Prix de Dressage and in the Prix des 
Nations, but are still excluded from the Three Day Event. 

In all the other Olympic events in which they compete, women have 
their separate divisions, but in the Equestrian events they compete against 
men. This is, of course, a compliment to the prowess of the ladies. As a 
matter of fact it is richly deserved. One has only to go to any horse show 
or Pony Club rally in this country to be struck by the extent to which 
males are in the minority. Actually it is ridiculous that women should be 
discriminated against in the Three Day Event. In England, which leads 
the world in this particular branch of sport, women compete with men on 
equal terms and frequently beat them, both at home and abroad. Sheila 
Willcox and her High and Mighty won the F.E.I. International Event at 
Turin (Italy) in 1955. At the pre-Olympic trials at Badminton (England) 
in 1956 the same pair placed second, by a point and a half, to Col. Weldon 
on Kilbarry and won the autumn trials at Harewood, but was denied 
place on the all male team which won the Olympic Gold Medal at Stock- 
holm. As a matter of practice this discrimination extends also to the Prix 
des Nations event ; at Stockholm only two women were included, England’s 
Pat Smythe and Belgium’s Mlle. Schockaert, on the teams of the compet- 
ing nations. In the Grand Prix de Dressage women are accorded a larger 
place (the German Silver Medal Team, for example), but are still in the 
minority. 

It has been suggested that the best way for women to improve their 
position is to keep on beating the men until the latter are forced to give 
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way. A much better solution, how- 
ever, would be to establish separate 
equestrian divisions for women, just 
as in all other divisions of sport in 
which they compete. To the objec- 
tion that financing two teams would 
be twice as hard as financing one, 
we observe that it is a mistake to 
underestimate the power of women. 
Give them a chance to go to the 
Olympic Games and they will find 
the necessary money—and a bit 
more for the men as well. Why not 
start the ball rolling by setting up 
women’s divisions at the Pan- 
American Games in 1959? (The

(Editor’sNote: The following letter appear- 
ed in a recent issue of ‘‘The Field’’.) 
Dear Sir: 

I refer to the letter headed ‘‘A Fox’s 
Tactics”’ in the Christmas number of The 
Field. The writer described how he saw a 
hunted fox jump up on a stone wall and run 
along it for some distance trying to throw 
hounds off. I have seen that happen on sev- 
eral occasions, but your correspondent’s 
letter reminded me of an incident I wit- 
nessed 25 years ago. 

When hunting here in Virginia with the 
Orange County Hunt, we had beenenjoying 
a top run over good country. We had been 
going fast for a number of miles, and were 
approaching an old lane, hounds swung 
right-handed, the field following as close 
as possible. 

But the writer, thinking he knew a bet- 
ter place to cross the lane, cut off left- 
handed, When he arrived in the field on the 
left of the woods, along which a stone 
fence ran, he saw a fox about 25 yards 
in front of him, and a tired fox, too, 
jump on to the wall and stand for a minute 
looking. 

A single hound appeared on the side 
the fox had intended to land on, saw the 
fox and made a run for him. The fox then 
started running along the top of the wall, 
and the hound below was trying to jump 
up and pull the fox down. Just then the 
whole pack, tonguing madly, came up on 
the line from the fox’s rear. They saw 
him and were nearly crazy. The fox knew 
that, as he was very tired, if he jumped 
down near the single hound the hound would 
catch and kill him. He then demonstrated 
his finesse and courage. 

He suddenly made a big jumpright into 
the middle of the pack, The hounds snapped 
right and left at him, but they were so 
excited that they did not catch him, and 
he got through all of them, and away to 
safety.

Paumonok Handicap Opening Day At Jamaica

Jamaica 

Spring racing in the north starts on 
varying notable holidays, Ground-Hog Day, 
Lincoln’s Birthday, Washington’s Birth- 
day; in New York, the vernal season of the 
sport is launched on April Fool’s Day. 

In the old days, the most delightful 
practical prank a horse- player could think 
of was to take a few dollars from his 
friendly bookmaker. Since the advent of 
the mutuels, the personal element is re- 
moved, but there are plenty of bellylaughs, 
still, if the joke is on the machines. 

The Paumonok Handicap is the trad- 
itional opening day stakes at Jamaica, al- 
though, last year, the Experimental was 
given this place of honor, After that ex- 
periment, the Experimental was scratched 
off the list and the Paumonok is back in 
its niche, 

As smart a field of sprinters as could 
be collected anywhere turned out for the 
race, The bettors made Nance’s Lad the 
favorite and he gave them the full April 
Fool treatment by finishing seventh. (Seven 
other favorites joined with him for a rol- 
licking day of laughs by ending up in 
sundry positions other than first.) 

Even though six horses got there ahead 
of him , Nance’s Lad wasn’t too badly 
beaten. There was a rather wild scramble 
for places in the last eighth mile. Pine 
Echo, which led most of the way, still was 
on top at the quarter pole, but Jet Action 
was coming at him and half adozen others 
were threatening. 

Jet Action, making his first 1957 start, 
ran in second place until in the stretch, 
then nailed the leader and drew out to win 
by 1 1/2 lengths. Pine Echo held the second 
spot by three-quarters over Admiral Vee, 
and that one was the same distance ahead 
of Mr. Turf, 

Gray Phantom, Switch On and Nance’s 
Lad were heads apart, half a length be- 
hind the fourth horse. 

Handicapper Jimmy Kilroe opened the 
season with another of his precise math- 
ematical computations, 

Jet Action belongs to Maine Chance 
Farm, He carried 123 pounds, third high- 
est impost in the race. Switch On was on 
top with 126; Nance’s Lad was under 124. 

Mrs. Elizabeth N. Graham, proprie- 
tress of Maine Chance, received $15,850 
for her six-year-old horse’s six-furlong 
dash, 


If she bought a two-dollar ticket and 
did not keep it for a souvenir, she got 
back $16.50. 

Jet Action raced 13 times in '56, won 
2 races, was second once and third once, 
His earnings that season totaled $45,200, 
and his lifetime score now amounts to 
$308,225. 

Maine Chance bred the son of Jet 
Pilot-Busher, by War Admiral. W. L. 
MéCue trains him and Eric Guerin had 
the mount in the Paumonok, 

Every three-year-old race throws a 
mew light on the Derby. The six-furlong 
Swift Stakes (April 6) indicated that Leo 
Edwards’ King Hairan is ‘‘good’’ again. 

The Florida-bred (King’s Stride- 
Lady Hairan, by Hairan) disappointed 
three times in Florida and was third 
choice, after Missile and Gallant Man, for 
the Swift. 

In the race, he dogged Missile all the 
way, Caught him in the stretch and finished 
a length and a quarter in front ofthe J. A. 
Morris colt, 

Clem finished third and Gallant Man 
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fourth. Weights were the same for all - 
126 pounds. 

The $15,750 to the winner put King 
Hairan at $17,950 for this season. He 
finished third once in three starts before 
the Swift. 

The time of 1:11 was creditable in view 
of the sloppy condition of the track. 

Arcaro rode King Hairan, as he did 
several times last year when the colt was 
running up a money total of $191,575. In 
°56 King Hairan won 9 out of his 13 
races, and was second twice. 

Stakes won last year were the Florida 
Breeders’, Hialeah Juvenile, Gulfstream 
Park Dinner, Christiana, Tremont, Great 
American, Sapling and Hopeful. 

L. H. Hunt trains King Hairan, W. E. 
Leach bred him,

Florida’s beloved Needles got back into 
the win column on April 6 in the Fort 
Lauderdale Handicap at Gulfstream. 

The four-year-old son of Ponder, out 
of Noodle Soup, by Jack High, won the 
mile-and-a-sixteenth gallop in typical 
Needles style. Trailing for three-quarters 
of a mile he turned onhis speed and rushed 
past the leaders to win by two lengths. 
He appeared ‘‘much the best’’, as Jockey 
Dave Erb took him in hand with a sixteenth 
to go. Even at that he equaled the track 
record of 1:42.

AT STORES OF PRE-EMINENCE 
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Sundew Winner Of English Grand National 


11 Out Of 35 Complete The Course

After two days of warm sunshine, it 
was sad that the weather turned to light 
rain on the morning of this year’s Grand 
National run over 4 1/2 miles and thirty 
severe fences on Friday, March 29th, 
though this did not affect the perfect 
going. The crowd was below normal. 

The mild winter in Britain has meant 
little interruption with racing fixtures and 
accordingly trainers have been able to give 
most of their horses a trouble-free pre- 
paration. Nor were there many late mis- 
haps, the only absentee of note being the 
*Royal Charger gelding Key Royal who 
rapped a leg at work a week before the 
race and could not run. 

The field of thirty-five contained two 
previous winners in Royal Tan, now aged 
thirteen, and E, S, B. who was so lucky 
to score after the tragic fall of Devon 
Loch last year. There were four mares, 
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Gentle Moya who had been second to E, 
S. B., Tiberetta, Red Menace and Sandy 
Jane Il, The Irish invasion was far less 
formidable than usual, comprising Royal 
Tan, Sandy Jane II, Icelough, Virginius 
and Tutto. The last-named had been well- 
fancied after winning the important Leo- 
pardstown ‘Chase in his own country, but 
was reputed to have eaten hardly an oat 
since his arrival in England, a rumour 
which his appearance in the paddock did 
everything to substantiate. Six amateur 
riders were in the race, and the outsiders 
Monkey Wrench and Virginius carried the 
colours of their American owners Mrs. 
Bryce and Mr. Raymond Guest. In the 
last two days Mrs, Bache Hay’s Goosander 
was heavily backed down to 5-1, followed 
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Winter up, taking the last fence.

in the betting by Much Obliged, Glorious 
Twelfth and Hart Royal. 

The rain, which had eased off before 
the first race, returned as the horses 
were parading, making visibility poor. 
After a minimum of delay, the field got 
off well on the long gallop to the first 
fence, which at once put an end to the 
hopes of Virginius, Hart Royal and Rendez 
Vous lil, Coming into the next, which all 
jumped safely, Armorial III and Sundew 
had taken up the running, only for the for- 
mer to crash, together with Go- Well, at 
the third. Waking was badly interfered 
with at the next, which put him out of the 
race. As they approached formidable 
Becher’s Brook for the first time, where 
old Irish Lizard and Cherry Abbot were 
fallers, and Royal Tan refused, it was 
Sundew clear of The Crofter, Much Ob- 
liged, Goosander and Theneien. All nego- 
tiated the next safely, but the thorn fence 
at the Canal Turn, where the horses have 
to turn abruptly at 90 degrees before going 
on to Valentine’s, saw the end of Morr- 
cator and Fahrenheit. Wild Wisdom, 
crossed by a loose horse, was the only 
one to go down at Valentine’s. As the 


colours became clear again to the obser- 
vers in the stands, it was seen that Fred 
Winter was still in front on Sundew, fol- 
lowed by Athenian, Morrcator, Red Men- 
ace, The Crofter, China Clipper II and 
E. S. B. 

Clearing and Red Menace both fell at 
the next, where Sundew made a bad mis- 
take and was nearly down, At the I1lth 
the fancied Much Obliged came down, 
wreaking havoc amongst those behind him, 
and in the ensuing melee Felias, Tutto 
and Icelough went out of the race. Carey’s 
Cottage refused at the next, which the re- 
mainder jumped cleanly, and Sundew gal- 
loped on resolutely towards the race-- 
course proper with Athenian in second 
place and the other leaders bunched be- 
hind him. There were no casualties at the 
Chair (the highest fence in the course) nor 
at the water jump in front of the stands. 
As the fifteen survivors swung away for the 
second circuit, it was still Sundew going 
on from Athenian, The Crofter, E. S. B., 
China Clipper II, Gentle Moya, Tiberetta, 
Goosander, Wyndburgh, Merry Throw, 
Glorious Twelfth and Four Ten. Well be-

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Deep Run Hunt Race Assn. Meeting 
Chris Wood, Jr. 


Seldom favored with top racing weather, 
the Deep Run Hunt Race Association drew 
cloudy skies and blustery wind forthe 25th 
annual meeting at Richmond, Va., on Sat- 
urday, April 6. The biting wind did not 
deter the die-hards and some 4,000 spec- 
tators welcomed back the Old Dominion’s 
spring agenda of hunt racing. 

With a financial assist from the Unitea 
Hunts Racing Association, the featured 
Deep Run Hunt Cup carried a purse of 
$1,000 and 5S of 9 original nominees ac- 
cepted the issue. Displaying the form which 
carried him to victory in The Chronicle 
Cup at Middleburg last fall, Alfred H. 
Smith’s home-bred Grand Chal made his 
first start of the season a winning one with 
a triumph in the 3-mile cross-country 
race. 

Assuming the lead when W, L, Roch- 
ester, Jr.’s Junior Chief came a cropper 
over the lst fence, Grand Chal received 
early contention from Bliss Flaccus’ *Gold 
Tar. Fencing well, the ’chaser from Marl- 
boro, Md., set the pace until the 10th 
jump, where *Gold Tar showed briefly in 
front and tired. Still not calling upon 
Grand Chal, Joseph Aitcheson, Jr., per- 
mitted Eugene Weymouth on Mrs. Amory 
S. Carhart’s Drifting Wood to show the 
way. Mrs. Carhart’s hope for the coming 
Virginia Gold Cup carried the mail until 
the 15th fence, where he jumped badly to 
the left as Grand Chal landed with a 1/2 
length advantage. From here on, the even- 
tual winner held his field safe, clearing 
the 18th and final fence one length to the 
good of Drifting Wood. The latter gave way 
in the run for the wire and Grand Chal 
coasted under the wire a leader by 3 1/2 
lengths.Tiring, but best of the balance, 
Drifting Wood finished 2nd, 10 lengths in 
front of James N. Andrews, Jr.’s Last 
Look, under trainer-rider Grover Steph- 
ens, Obviously short for his seasonal 
debut, *Gold Tar completed the small fin- 
ishing field, 4 lengths behind Last Look, 
Noble Lowery, who came down with Junior 
Chief, was not injured and witnessed the 
finish of the race which was run over soft 
turf in 6:11. 

In capturing The Chronicle Cup, final 
timber race of 1956, Grand Chal carried 
apprentice rider W, Ackman to his first 
victory over obstacles. In the Deep Run 
Hunt Cup, the 7-year-old gelding per- 
formed in a manner akin for Joseph Aitch- 
eson, Jr., son of the trainer. 


Richmond Plate 

An even half-dozen came out for the 
Richmond Plate, featured hurdle race 
over 1 1/2 miles and 8 of the lesser ob- 
stacles, It was a worthy field, and as 
usual, top performers give a top exhibition. 
Receiving an excellent rider from Thomas 
Walsh, Mrs. M. G. Walsh’s Basilia just 
got up in the final strides to gain a neck 
decision over Montpelier’s Hellanicus un- 


der Dale Thiel. In a tight finish, the latter 
was just 3/4’s of a length in front of the 
Bellevue Farm’s Ares, under Melvin Fer- 
ral. 

Miss Mary Rumsey’s Tall Mound, 
winner of the United Hunts’ hurdle div- 
ision award in 1956, set the early pace 
with Ares and the Dolphin Rock Stable’s 
Permian furnishing contention, Tiring on 
approaching the 6th hurdle, Tall Mound 
dropped back as Ares showed in front. 
Over the final pair of hurdles, Permian 
threatened and.cleared the last hurdle a 
nose in front of Ares. However,in the 
run for the wire, Basilia and Hellanicus 
moved like fresh horses as Permiantired 
badly to finish out of the money. 

In winning the hurdle feature in 2:41 1/5 
the 5-year-old mare showed the keen form 
which gained her leadership in the hurdle 
division of the United Hunts’ awards in 
1955, Trainer M. G. ‘‘Mickey’’ Walsh, 
*chasing’s leading trainer in 1953, °54 and 
°55, accepted the Richmond Plate from 
His Worship, A. S, C. Brock, mayor of 
Richmond, Surrey, England, honored guest 
at the hunt race meeting. 

The Broad Rock 

Shipping in some fit horses from the 
new Middleburg training center, Sidney 
Watters, Jr., last year’s leading ‘chase 
trainer, got off to agood start inthe Broad 
Rock, which opened the days’ sport. A field 
of 9 maiden hurdlers vied in the 11/2 mile 
test and at the conclusion the Watters- 
trained trio finished 1-2-3. The winner was 
Alfred M, Hunt’s *Temple Boden, ridden 
by William Mason. Just 3/4’s of a length 
behind, Major General Richard K, Mellon’s 
home-bred Jackdow gained the place a- 
ward, a neck to the good of Frederic H. 
Bontecou’s *Prince du Houlme. The win- 
ner came from behind in the hotly-con- 
tested race which was timed in 2:46 1/5. 

Trained by his owner, Randolph Rouse, 
Bell’s Range scored a neck decision over 
Mrs. John W. Hanes’ Great Tom to win 
the Strawberry Hill, a 6-furlong turf test 
for maidens, Permitting Great Tom toset 
the pace under the guidance of A, P, 
**Paddy”’ Smithwick, Dale Thiel put up a 
rousing ride in the stretch to gain the 
victory in 1:22 1/5. Coming from 7th 
in the field of 8 at the 1/2 mile mark, 
Joseph L. Aitcheson’s Alabay, with his 
son in the saddle, closed well to finish 
3rd, 1 1/2 lengths behind Great Tom. 


Bred by the Queen 
Emulating his victory of 1956 in the 
Malvern Hill, a 1 1/4 mile turf race, Mrs, 
H. T. McKnight’s *Narcissus 2nd got up 
to defeat Mrs. M. G. Walsh’s Khumbaba 
by a length. Ridden by Thomas Walsh, the 
latter held the place position safe, 3 lengths 
in front of Mrs. George L, Ohrstrom's 
*Prince Glorieux, A, F, Allen, Jr.’s 
Shindig and W, L. Rochester, Sr.’s Jane’s

The Carolina Cup 
Chris Wood, Jr. 


Favored by perfect weather, the 25th 
anniversary of the Carolina Cup races in 
Camden, S, C., on Saturday, March 30, 
attracted a holiday- spirited crowd of some 
22,000 persons. Everything went like 
clock-work and many patrons agreed that 
it was the best hunt race meeting wit- 
nessed on the famous Springdale course 
in decades. 

Emulating his 1956 victory, evento the 
exact running time of 5:41, Mrs. George 
P. Greenhalgh, Jr.’s Dancing Beacon 
scored a consecutive triumph in the 23rd 
running of the Carolina Cup. Jamaica Boy, 
leader of the midwest timber-toppers last 
year, finished 2nd for owner Burford Dan- 
ner of Zionsville, Ind, Tiring in the final 
stages, the Saxon Woods Stable’s Navy Talk 
finished third. 

Leading the field of 7 over the first 
2 fences, Dancing Beacon rapped the 
3rd and took out a top rail. Faltering a 
bit after this mishap, the ‘chaser from 
Boyce, Va., permitted Navy Talk to take 
over the lead with Jamaica Boy in 2nd 
position, James Walker tried to open in a 
commanding lead with the gray mare, but 
could get no further than 5-lengths in 
front of Jamaica Boy under Pat Murphy. 

With 14 of 18 fences negotiated, Mel- 
vin Ferral called upon his mount and 
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Dancing Beacon moved into contention and 
sailed over the 15th with Navy Talk on 
his flanks. Gradually increasing his ad- 
vantage over the final trio of fences, Danc- 
ing Beacon crossed the wire 5 lengths 
in front of Jamaica Boy, which passed 
the tiring mare over the final fence, 
Coming from the pack, Mrs. Fulmore 
Miller’s Kilmarnock under C, C. Jelke, 
got up to gain 4th money from the purse 
worth $1,000, due to a contribution from 
the United Hunts Racing Association. 
Arthur Reynolds entry of Four Hearts and 
Say No completed the order of finish as 
named, Dr. E, P. Taylor’s Royal Craft, 
under amateur rider Bruce Miller, was 
pulled up when tiring badly after the 15th 
obstacle, 

In other years, Harry D., Kirkover, co- 
founder of the race meeting and chairman 
of the race committee, escorted various 
governors of the Iodine State to the 
winner’s circle for the presentation, This 
year it was reversed and civic leaders 
escorted the noted corinthian to the enclos- 
ure, where he presented the beautiful 
Queen Anne silver cup to a jubilant 
Mrs. Greenhalgh, Later in the day, the 
replica of the cup which is for permanent 
possession, was filled with champagne via 
the courtesy of Burford Danner, as friends 
gathered in the local Springdale Hall Club 
to toast the winner. 

In scoring a double in the timber 
classic, the 9-year-old gelding by Star 
Beacon-Dancing Patsy joined the notables 
which have won it on two occasions. 
Former ’chasers to register twovictories 
are: Faction Fighter, Gift of Gold and 
Repose. The latter two were trained by 
M. G. ‘‘Mickey” Walsh, who was with- 
out a starter for this running. 


Springdale Cup 

Winning her first race of the year, 
Mrs. Marion duPont Scott watched her 
home-bred Mancus lead over all of the 
1l brush jumps to capture the 25th running 
of the Springdale Cup. Ably handled by 
Albert Foot the 5-year-old gelding was 
pushed in the early stages by Alvin 
Untermeyer’s Morpheus, When this stakes 
winner showed signs of tiring after the 
7th obstacle, the Bellevue Farm’s Ares 
under Melvin Ferral moved up tothreaten 
the eventual winner.

The winner registered 3:17 2/5. 
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Recently returned to his Aiken, S, C, 
residence from a trip to California, F. 
Ambrose Clark presented the Springdale 
Cup to Mrs. Scott, donor of the original 
cup which was retired by Mr. Clark. Hav- 
ing won the race on many occasions, Mr, 
Clark donated the current challenge cup 
which Mrs. Scott retains for one year. 


Baron DeKalb Hurdles 

Having saddled Mancus for a winning 
effort, trainer Ray Woolfe quickly reg- 
istered a double by sending out the same 
owner’s home-bred Hellanicus to win the 
Baron DeKalb, a 1-1/2 mile allowance 
race over hurdles. Taking the lead from 
Mrs. M. G. Walsh’s Pr. Charming over 
the 4th hurdle, Hellanicus cleared final 
two hurdles with a scant advantage over 
the recent winner at Southern Pines, N.C. 
Landing a neck in front over the final 
hurdle, Dale Thiel went to work on his 
mount and was 1-1/2 lengths clear at 
the wire. Ridden by Thomas Walsh, Pr. 
Charming held the place honors safe, 
6 lengths in front of Mrs. Vernon G, 
Cardy’s Rebel Coat. Coupled with Hel- 
lanicus as the Montpelier entry, Sea Chart, 
a 3-year-old filly finished 4th and last 
in the small field. The winner was timed 
in 2:31 3/5 over the firm turf, 

One of 3 trainers to saddle two win- 
ners during the excellent day of sport, 
W. Burling Cocks sent out Mrs. Vernon 
G. Cardy’s *Manaos to win the Camden 
Plate, a 6-furlong turf test. Ridden by 
Scott Riles, the imported gelding by Bird 
Watcher got off 2nd in a ragged start 
and soon took over command to lead for 
the balance of the journey and scored 
by 3 lengths over James N, Andrews, 
Jr.’s Bamaco, The latter ran _ second 
throughout to hold this position, just a 
neck in front of Montpelier’s Helvellyn 
at the finish. In winning his 2nd race 
in aS many starts this season, Manaos 
was timed in 1:14 3/5. 

Sending out his lst winner of the season 
and the first of 2 on the Carolina Cup 
program, J. V. H. ‘‘Bobby’’ Davis saddled 
Allison Stern’s home-bred Greek Brother 
to win the Wateree, a 1-1/2 mile race 
for maiden hurdlers, Running 2nd toAlvin 
Untermeyer’s Nacid until the 6th and final 
hurdle, the 4-year-old gelding by Orestes 
3rd-Tourist Index gained a slight ad- 
vantage on landing.

Coming from Sth in 
the field of 6, the French import entered 
contention in the stretch and moved away 
to win by 2 lengths over Mrs. Vernon 
G. Cardy’s *Square Dance 2nd, a stakes 
winning hurdler making a seasonal debut. 
James N. Andrews, Jr.’s Baroda Boy, the 
early pace-setter, finished 3rd in the 
race which was run in 1:40 1/5. 











lroquois Hunt Point-to-Point 
Rena Niles 


The Iroquois Hunt’s 6th annual Point- 
to-Point, held on Saturday March 30th, 
was probably the most successful one to 
date, with good weather, a large crowd 
in attendance, well-filled races, and enthu- 
siasm running high. 

Much interest was centered on the 
innovation of this year’s meet - the hunter 
pace event, which had been substituted 
for the ladies’ race. Any doubts about 
the wisdom of the substitution were dispel- 
led when 10 pairs of contestants lined 
up for the starter. The winning pair - 
Miss Ruth Harrison and 14-year-old 
Nonnie Steer, post-entries from Cincin- 
nati - turned in the winning time of 12:21 
6/10, two seconds off the official time of 
12:19-1/2. Miss Susan Black and Mr. 
Lafon Ingels, regulars with the Iroquois 
Hunt, were a close second at 12:22. Mrs. 
John S, Rodes and Mr. Clarence Short, 
both of Louisville, were third. 

The feature race of the day, for light- 
weight hunters going the 4-mile course, 
drew 5 entries. The winner of 1956, 
C, W, Mussett’s Rich Lark (*Rico Monte- 
Skylark), ridden as in the past by Howard 
Tilson, was on hand to defend his title 
to the Kentucky Cup, a handsome per- 
petual trophy donated by Arnold W, Hanger, 
ex-MFH of the Iroquois Hunt. Rich Lark 


took an early lead, followed by Silver 
Breeze, with owner-rider Thomas B, Sat- 
terwhite, Robert Brewer’s Misbehave, 
ridden by Thomas A. Rankin, Hoosier’s 
Son, with owner-rider J. D. Gordon; 
and West Wind Farm’s Expedient, ridden 
by Gerald Mayer. The order remained 
unchanged for the first 2-1/2 miles of the 
race. Four fences from home, Expedient 
moved from last to second place, with 
Rich Lark still in the lead. Two fences 
from the finish, Silver Breeze made his 
bid. Disregarding the hazard of a drop 
jump known as ‘‘Rankin’s folly”, Satter- 
white moved boldly forward and rolled on 
to the last creek-crossing. Silver Breeze 
was never headed again and finished a 
strong winner by about 10 lengths. Ex- 
pedient, who had been in second position, 
hit the last stone wall rather hard; Mis- 
behave then came on to battle for second 
position, winning out by a length. Rich 
Lark finished fourth, with Hoosier’s Son 
in fifth place. 

The time was 9:26 - remarkably fast, 
when one considers the nature of the 
terrain, the steep hills and the two peril- 
ous creek-crossings. Experienced riders 
have said that the Iroquois course is one 
of the stiffest tests a hunting horse can 
encounter, requiring top fitness on the part 
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of the horse and expert skill from the 
rider. 

The first race, for heavyweight hunters 
going the same course as in the Kentucky 
Cup, drew only 3 entries. White Socks, 
with owner-rider Howard Tilson, took an 
early lead and maintained it until, about a 
half-mile from home, he fell at a sharp 
turn, L. M. Prince on his own Sugar Hill 
then moved to the lead, and at the finish 
it was Sugar Hill first, Carl Berger’s 
Sandy W. second, and White Socks third. 

The other-than- thoroughbred race, run 
over the shorter 2-mile course, witnessed 
the same kind of reversal that marked the 
first race of the day. At the same sharp 
turn, John Clippinger’s Donegal fell with 
Olympic three-day rider William Haggard. 
Thereupon Red Wing, again with Howard 
Tilson up, took the lead and went on to 
win, with Judge Roscoe R. Dalton aboard 
his own Moranci second. In spite of his 
spill, Donegal finished a game third. 
Portia, with owner-rider Paul Steer, was 
fourth, Satan’s Child pulled up lame after 
the 3rd fence, . and his owner-rider, 
Preston Madden, took him out of the race. 

About 1,500 people were on hand to 
witness the day’s events. There were a 
number of guests from Cincinnati, Louis- 
ville and Nashville, as well as from Lex- 
ington and the Bluegrass. The ticket- 
taker at the gate reported that, in addi- 
tion to the usual cars, trucks and similar

ARTHUR B. HANCOCK, SR. 

Arthur B. Hancock, Sr., Master of 
Claiborne Farm, Paris, Ky., died at his 
home on April Ist at the age of 81 after a 
prolonged illness. The Hancock Thorough- 
breds trace back to the stud of Thomas 
Doswell, founded in the 1830’s and situ- 
ated on the banks of the Pamunkey River, 
Virginia, not far from where Christopher 
T. Chenery bred Hill Prince. The Dos- 
well Stud was purchased shortly after the 
Civil War by Mr. Hancock’s father Captain 
Richard Johnson Hancock, C, S, A., who 
founded the Ellerslie Stud near Charlottes- 
ville, Va., in 1865, Arthur Hancock was 
born at Ellerslie in 1875 and later entered 
into partnership with his father in the op- 
eration of the Ellerslie Stud. In 1908, he 
married Nancy Clay of Paris, Ky. The 
Claiborne Stud is now maintained on over 
2,000 acres of the Clay family holdings 
near Paris where Arthur Hancock begana 
separate breeding operation in 1915. He 
operated both Ellerslie and Claiborne un- 
til March of 1948 when the former was 
sold to Robert Schlesinger. 

The records show that from 1917 
through 1956 Mr. Hancock bred the win- 
ners of over $15,000,000 which won 9,069 
races, were second 8,354 times and were 
third 8,294 times. Mr. Hancock was the 
leading breeder in point of money won dur- 
ing the seasons 1935,1936, 1937 and 1939, 
He was leading breeder in number of races 
won for nine years during the period 
1935-1946, 


ALEX GORDON 

Commenting on the recent death of Alex 
Gordon, columnist Evan Shipman writes: 
*‘Horsemen far and wide were saddened 
today by news of Alex Gordon’s death, 
he one of the last links connecting us with 
the long-vanished era of James Rowe, 
Sam Hildreth, Andrew Jackson Joyner, 
John Rogers and William Duke, Far more 
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Theodore was a bay colt bred in1819 
by Mr. E. Petre whose ‘‘Black, pink 
sleeves and cap’’ played so prominent 
a part in the early history of the St. 
Leger, he having won no less than four 
renewals of the great event. Theodore 
was by Woful from Blacklock’s dam by 
Coriander: grandam Wild Goose by 
Highflyer: 3rd dam Coheiress by Pot- 
8-0’s. Theodore’s St. Leger of 1822 was 
marked by 100 to 1 being quoted him, but 
ridden by Jackson he won his race and it 
was that jockey’s last St. Leger victory - 
and his sixth. Theodore won the YorkSt, 
Leger and several other events. 








gregarious and friendly than most of 
those brilliant contemporaries, Gordon 
had literally a host of friends. As a train- 
er, he enjoyed a long and successful car- 
eer. The feat on which he most prided him- 
self, perhaps, was the filly Nellie Morse’s 
victory in the Preakness. Nellie Morse, by 
the way, was the dam of Calumet’s fine 
filly Nellie Flag, and grandam of such 
Thoroughbreds as Sunshine Nell and Mar- 
Kell, the latter in an excellent position to 
preserve the line through Calumet’s young 
sire and brilliant racehorse, Mark-Ye- 
Well. As a breeder and owner - and we 
could add, as a gambler - Alex was often 
on the brink of ‘‘disrupting the ring,”” but 
many of his well-planned coups, notably 
one with Sir Thomas, the ‘‘perpetual 
maiden’’ he owned with his great friend 
the harness horseman, Walter Cox, and 
Tom Shaw, fell just short of achievement, 
He was a generous friend and a charm- 
ing companion. His death leaves a gap in 
the ranks that will not be filled.” 

Mr. Gordon was a bitter foe of pari- 
mutuel betting and stopped training when 
the machines were introduced, Thereafter 
he turned to the breeding end of things and 
managed the studs of L. B, Mayer of 
California, Walter P. Chrysler, Jr. in 
Virginia , and later went into partnership 
with T. Owen Campbell in Lexington, 
Kentucky.

Point-to-Point meeting was held Saturday, 
March 30th, at Unionville, Pa. Although 
all the surrounding vicinities had reports 
of wind and rain and the skies threatened, 
the bad weather held off until the last car 
had left the hills of Mr. and Mrs. John 
B, Hannum; 3rd’s Brooklawn Farm, 

The first race had only three starters, 
but competition was not lacking for the 
Gay Queen Plate, as one could have cover- 
ed the three with a very small ‘‘blanket’’ 
for most of the course. Miss Patty Wey- 
mouth was up on Mrs. Paul Denkla’s 
veteran timber horse, Ned’s Flying. Joint 
Master of the Essex Foxhounds, Mrs, Nel- 
son Slater, Jr., rode her lovely looking 
Sociability. Representing Mr. Gilbert 
Mather’s Brandywine Hounds was Mr. H. 
C, Baldwin, 3rd’s Timbee with the writer 
up. 

Going to the first fence, Ned’s Flying 
went to the top but was headed at the 
second fence by Timbee with Ned’s Fly- 
ing and Sociability following, in that order, 
The positions remained the same and very 
close until the sixth fence when Sociability 
refused, but was fast over on the second 
try. Ned’s Flying and Timbee went to 
the next four fences as a pair while 
Sociability closed terrifically and caught 
them by the in and out. 

Coming back past the crowd to the 
stakebound fence and into the woods, it 
was still Timbee, Ned’s Flying and Socia- 
bility. Around the last flag it was Ned’s 
Flying, Timbee and Sociability and over 
the stakebound they were a perfect hunt 
team abreast. Timbee again went to the 
top over the last two fences, landed a few 
lengths ahead going to the finish, and 
withheld a terrific stretch ride by Mrs. 
Slater to win by a half length over Socia- 
bility with Ned’s Flying a length and a 
half back for third. 

The entries in the heavyweight race 
for the Brooklawn Challenge Cup were 
really encouraging toward getting the 
genuine hunting hunter and the hunting 
rider back into point-to-points. There 
were seven starters, every one of which 
was a regular follower in the various 
hunts which they represented. Mr. Louis 
Ledyard was aboard his own Jinxed Star, 
which had won at Blue Ridge three weeks 
before. Mr. Harry I, Nicholas was riding 
his own Paddy which has won the pair 
race at the Radnor Hunter Pace Event 
both on the fastest time and on the average 





time. The Master of the Radnor Hunt, Mr. 
Henry L, Collins, Jr., rode his wonderful 
hunter, Splinters. As they left the post 
these three were in front in that order. 

Going down to the water jump, Bomber 
was taking quite a hold withMr. Jay Secor, 
his owner-rider trying to rate him back; 
when he stopped at the water, it was so 
unexpected, that it unseated Mr. Secor. 
Bomber kept running on through Hayes’ 
woods and on down the road until he started 
to pass the Country Tavern where Louis 
Strube heard the galloping hoofs and ran 
out and caught him. 

After the water jump, Jinxed Star

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friendly earth, our fox cut behind Bower’s 
house, past the sawmill site and began 
a big circle back through the big fields. 
A rare thing in our country, WIRE stop- 
ped us here. First Whipper-in Mrs. W. 
O. Moss went left and Huntsman Moss 
went right to get around, with the field 
splitting too. All joined as Mr. Fox 
streaked down through Bion Butler’s place 
and through the swamp to cross Conn- 
ecticut Avenue near the Franz house on 
Tremont Farm.

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January 27, 1957 - Within ten minutes 
of leaving the meet we ceased worrying 
about the going (which turned out to be 
excellent) particularly after getting up a 
grey fox in Ohrstrom’s Blue Bird Woods 
which proceeded to rollick over a small 
area of briars and honeysuckle, playing a 
rather hysterical game of hide-and-seek 
with the pack which gave a fine imitation 
of a Belvedere Hound Cartoon - they were 
wide-eyed, flop-eared and bushy tailed, 
bouncing madly around the underbrush in 
pursuit of their quarry, who was literally 
darting nimbly between their legs. In due 
course this elusive character was pushed 
into the open across Mr. Schneider’s and 
then quickly hustled back to the protection 
of the woods whence he came, He there- 
upon passed the problem on to a red in- 
habitant who proceeded to high tail it 
across a lovely piece of open country 
from the Blue Bird, over Schneider’s and 
Ohrstrom’s Tennessee Smith property and 
onto Phipps’ Brick House high field where 
hounds lost briefly in cattle. After picking 
up the line in the woods they swung across 
Ohrstrom’s Smith and Schneider’s land 
again, this time going north to Mrs, Fran- 
ces Lee’s. By now hounds were way ahead 
and we pursued them by sound and occas- 
ional information back to Ohrstrom’s 
woods where we had found originally an 
hour earlier. Your correspondent (acting 
M. F, H, for the day) chose this moment 
to follow one R. B. Young (temporary 
whipper-in) over an innocent looking three 
foot fence which turned out to have a six 
foot drop on the landing side. The sensa- 
tion is rather like dropping ten floors in an 
elevator. There were some startled ex- 
clamations from the Firld as they landed 
but everyone managed to remain upright. 
Shortly thereafter hounds killed this strong 
running fox on Mrs. Ohrstrom’s, Our reg- 
ular Field was pleasurably augmented by 
en-M, F, H, Lowry Watkins of the Oldham 
County Hounds in Kentucky. Among the 
others who finished the day were Thomas 
Furness, Charles Whitehouse, Minot Mul- 
ford, Roger Lambdon, Mr. and Mrs. 
Cyrus Manierre, Mr.and Mrs. S, P. 
Porter, Mrs. Toerge, Harry Darlington 
and Robert B, Young. 

February 23 - Mr. James Strother. 

This was a mild damp day with a hint 
of spring in the air and scenting conditions 
were ideal, Anyone arriving a little late 
at the meet had to hustle to get in on the 
run as a fox was viewed away by Mr. 
Young and Mr. Porter within five minutes 
after we moved off. While Huntsman Leach 
galloped across a field with part of the 
pack towards the sound of their ‘‘Tally 
ho” the other half picked up another fox 
which ran parallel to the one viewed. We 
crossed the Zulla Road at Neal’s Corner 
and by the time we reached Thompson’s

the pack converged and proceeded in full 
cry to Duncan’s mountain where they 
split again. By now it was apparent we 
were in pursuit of a dog fox and a vixen. 
From this point on it was a stern chase to 
keep within sight or sound of the main 
part of the pack, We crossed Mr. Porter's 
land, onto Mr. Altemus’ and right-handed 
to Mr. Prince’s where twomen at the farm 
barn put us on course again, they having 
viewed the fox heading towards Mr. Stet- 
tinius’ and the Brent place. We fairly 
flew over this territory, pausing briefly 
on hill tops to listen and occasionally 
seeing and hearing them’ faintly as they 
vanished over hills and through woods. 
After crossing the Zulla Road again we 
galloped over Phipps’ Brick House fields 
and through those woods and finally on 
Mrs. Ohrstrom’s Whitewood property we 
caught them as they lost (for the first 
time) in cattle. It was a welcome breather 
and the Field brought out their watches 
to argue over the time elapsed. The dis- 
agreements were minor ones - five or ten 
minutes either way. In the meantime 
hounds picked up the line again, ran four 
more fields and denned onMrs.O’Fallon’s, 
a highly satisfactory conclusion to a fine 
day’ of sport. In all, the guess here is 
that we ran an hour without a check and by 
the time we denned it was an hour and a 
quarter. 

A small and select group were at the 
earth including Mrs. Toerge, Mrs. Phipps 
and your informant (representing the dis- 
taff side) and Herbert Shaw, Minot Mul- 
ford, Roger Lambdon, Cyrus Manierre and 
Prentice Porter completing the list of 
gentlemen. 

February 25 - Lambdon’s Silo 

This was another unseasonably warm 
and an immeasurably good day of sport. 
A small field convened and were into a 
long tough run only minutes after leaving 
the meet. A fox was found on Middleton’s 
mountain and made two big swings around 
it before straightening out across Mr. 
Schneider’s Pine Stable fields. Then he 
headed straight for the Bull Run Moun- 
tains via as varied and as rugged a piece 
of territory as one could ask for. We had 
woods, we had mountains, and we had 
lovely open galloping across the rolling 
fields of M. F. H. Charles Turner, Mrs. 
Ohrstrom’s Fishback Mountain Farm and 
Mr. Dancer's ‘‘Kinloch’’ where hounds 
ran through inumerable cattle without a 
check. On Avenel our fox thought better 
of tackling the Bull Run and went to 
ground in a rock pile. It was a straight 
line, after the inital tour around Middle- 
ton’s, and I venture to say we must have 
covered a good six miles very rapidly 
since the whole run wasn’t much over an 
hour. Among those at the finish were Mr. 
and Mrs. Cyrus Manierre, Mrs. Hubert 
Phipps, Roger Lambdon, Thomas Furness 
and Mr. and Mrs. Prentice Porter. 

It has been a remarkably fine hunting 
season from start to finish and partic- 
ularly good during late January and Feb- 
ruary despite an unusual amount of rain, 
sleet and some snow.

Marilyn Treviranus, riding the Thor 
oughbred ‘‘Hey Wait’’, emerged an easy 
winner in the dressage test, leading the 
next horse by 18 points. He went about his 
business quietly and with confidence, It 
appears that here again, the so-called 
‘Small arena” , only 132’ long, gave 
particularly the strong type of horse, too 
little room in which to work. 

As soon as the fence- judges had taken 
up their positions, the second or cross- 
country phase went underway. The com- 
petitor was required to walk and trot along 
a mile long ‘‘roads & trails’’ and at once 
start on the 3 1/4 mile run in the course 
of which he took 13 obstacles, most of 
them being hunting type post & rails, 
coops and several streams. Only two 
measured close to four feet. Twelve min- 
utes were allowed for this course, which 
proved to be ample time for all except 
Marilyn Treviranus and Dr. Birch who 
both lost their way. Dr. Birch unfortun- 
ately also missed one obstacle in the pro- 
cess, causing elimination, The entry of 
H, Senn, on the other hand, evidently plan- 
ned to keep its feet dry, for on approach- 
ing a 11’ stream, which they were to wade 
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through, he calmly jumped the tot! The 
course was undoubtedly plainly marked but 
cattle often knock down such markers, 
representing a “‘hazard’’ to organisers] 
Sylvia Boad, in charge of the event, put in 
a sizzling round with almost four minutes 
to spare, but since bonus points were not 
given it was of no extra value. 

Twelve obstacles, none over 3’ 6’’ and 
including one treble combination, and 
well spread out, formed the Stadium Jump- 
ing course. This combination soon tested 
the green horses, some of whch had never 
before seen so much bright paint. The 
show-types however negotiated the course 
with ease. 

Final results were issued almost im- 
mediately the last horse had completed 
the course, which was a commendable 
feature, and were as follows: 

1, Lana Dupont, ‘‘Good Luck’’; 2. Dr. 
John Gadd, ‘‘Rough Pastine’’; 3. Hans 
Senn, ‘‘Kurzon’’; 4, Jack Piersol. 

The ‘‘first -timers’’ among the con 
testants were particularly pleased to have 
gotten ‘‘their feet wet’’ and can be count- 
ed upon to participate in later Combined 
Training events of the circuit now in 
progress.

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Blue Ridge One-Day Horse Trials 


H. Stewart Treviranus 


Nineteen well-prepared horses and 
riders gathered on the property of Mr. C. 
B. Sweatt in Clarke County, Virginia on 
Sunday, March 24th. This particular sec- 
tion of the Blue Ridge Hunt country holds a 
number of stout foxes, but to their amaze- 
ment they were not ‘‘wanted’’, Perfect 
spring weather greeted all whocame to see 
the year’s second event on the ‘‘Combined 
Training Circuit’’, many prompted by 
curiosity. 

General Tupper Cole was on hand as 
Chief Judge and Mr. Andrew Montgomery as 
Chief Scorer, to mention only the prin- 
cipal officials. Since this competition is 
scored entirely on a point system of mark- 
ing, the scorer’s job is as demanding as 


ced. This proved that a performance pleas- 
ing to the spectator, was also the best in 
the judge’s eye. The standard of dressage 
varied from several promising horses to 
some insufficiently leg-conscious and very 
much ‘‘off-the-bit’’. 

The 2 1/2-mile Cross Country course 
included sixteen jumps, representing as 
much as possible natural obstacles in 
natural settings, with none exceeding 3’6”’ 
in height. It was their variety which caused 
much comment, and provided a complete 
test for horse and rider starting at 3- 
minute intervals. As one horse followed 
another, the banks, cordwood pile, steps 
and coffin, for example were no trouble 
at all, However the Open Brook stopped

and Mr. A. Mackay-Smith’s ‘‘Hi-Hamp- 
ton’’ putting on adevastating sprint across 
the finish line! Fortunately no casualties 
were incurred save _ for the writer’s 
*‘Quentin” , who, with only one fence togo, 
slipped his saddle and his rider overboard 
(all for the lack of a breastplatel) and 
took off for home with the saddle flailing 
between his hindlegs, a nasty experience. 

Some horse show enthusiasts were 
heard to remark that never did a rider 
keep the starter waiting, knowing that 
being late meant automatic elimination, 
With the scores posted on the large score- 
board, with ‘‘Roman Dance” and ‘‘Hi- 
Hampton” as equal firsts in this event, 
everyone including the mobile lunch- 
wagon, adjourned to the hillside overlook- 
ing the Stadium Jumping Arena, Sitting 
thus above the beautifully- built course of 
some nine show-ring type fences, laid out

the Judge’s. They were assisted by some 
two dozen other officials, including Jump 
Judges for each of the sixteen Cross- 
Country obstacles, made up mostly of local 
volunteers. 

Most of the horses entered were re- 
latively new to Horse Trials, which left 
the field wide open, but among those with 
prior experience was ‘“‘Autocrat’’, now 
owned by the Madeira School, who is re- 
membered for his excellent showing at the 
National 3-Day Event at Nashville, Tenn., 
three years ago. The imported Irish half- 
bred ‘‘Seaworthy”’’ owned by Iris Winthrop 
and ridden by Miss Lucy Eddins gave the 
event a desirable international flavor. 

As the Dressage Test got underway in 
a ring marked by a white tape and pots of 
flowers, only Mr. William Rochester, Jr.’s 
voice was heard over the loud- speaker, an- 
nouncing the various movements with great 
precision, 15-year-old F,-F. Wing Ill 
riding the experienced ‘‘NightCommand”, 
won this test, by a narrow margin defeat- 
ing the green horse ‘‘Hey Wait”. ‘Night 
Command”’ amply demonstrated the worth 
of systematic schooling based on sound 
principles, and was rewarded by general 
applause, before the results were announ- 


several horses, causing a few ‘‘sustained 
halts’! Here ‘‘Night Command’’ was 
eliminated . The Trahkener also accoun- 
ted for some refusals, but the ‘Triple 
Logs’’, composed of three closely spaced 
groups of logs in a wooded downhill sec- 
tion and at odd angles to each other, was 
the major hazard, several riders “‘cut- 
ting’’ flags and having to return to try 
again! 

The course had some sharp turns and 
was not a galloping one, and yet five 
horses gained bonus time, both Mrs. Wil- 
liam Hill’s little mare ‘‘Roman Dance”’

hind came Rose Park, who had been badly 
baulked at Becher’s and was pulled up 
soon afterwards, Sandy Jane II, and fin- 
ally Monkey Wrench, whose rider decided 
against continuing the hopeless pursuit 
at the end of the first circuit. 

Surprisingly, there was not a faller on 
the second round till Valentine‘’s. Jumping 
better than Sundew, Athenian moved up to 
him and for a few strides actually led after 
Becher’s where Sundew made a mistake. 
So they went on over the Canal Turn and 
Valentine’s with Sundew and Athenien 
fighting it out ahead of E. S. B., The Crof- 
ter and Glorious Twelfth. All the while 
Athenian was going great guns just behind 
the leader, but he fell at Valentine’s. As 
they came to the fourth from home, where 
Four Ten fell when lying behind the lead- 
ing group, E. S. B. moved up and looked a 
serious menace. Two fences from home, 
Sundew led by about two lengths from E. S, 
B. , The Crofter, Wyndburgh, Tiberetta and 
Glorious Twelfth, but then last year’s win- 
ner faded suddenly. It was clear that only 
a fall could stop Sundew now, and as we 
all held our breath, he jumped the last 
safely and though very tired galloped re- 
solutely on to the post eight lengths ahead 
Wyndburgh, while the mare Tiberetta found 
that little bit extra to land her the third 
place another six lengths back, ahead of 
Glorious Twelfth. Flanked by the usual 
two mounted policemen, Sundew and his 
popular rider came back to a tumultuous 
reception, and the horse received a spank- 
ing kiss on the nose from his owner Mrs. 
Kohn. 

All of the first three horses come from 
small stables, 61-year-old Frank Hudson 
having eleven in his yard, while Wynd- 
burgh, who last year was running in point- 
to-points when ridden by her owner Miss 
R, Wilkinson, is one of only three horses 
in training with her father in Scotland, 
Tiberetta is trained along with six others 
by her owner Mr. Edward Courage. Sun- 
dew, who stands about 17.2 hands, is by 
the Hyperion horse Sun King and was bred 
in Ireland. He was acquired by his owner 
just before the race two years ago, but had 
fallen in the last two Nationals when going 
well on both occasions. He was the third 
horse that Mrs. Kohn bought expressly to 
win the race, but apparently she lost faith 


in him and sent him to the sales last Dec- 
ember, where luckily for her nobody bid for 
him. 

This was the first time that champion 
National Hunt jockey Fred Winter has got 
round in a National and was the first race 
that he has ever won over Aintree. No 
victory could have been more generally 
popular. 

Recently Mr. & Mrs. Winter were the 
hosts of the American hunting and jumping 
enthusiast Dudley C. Fort, while he was 
on a hunting trip to Europe. 

And so Sundew goes down in the annals 
as a most worthy winner of the 111th 
running of the Grend National. It is most
